All dxittlnf tobacco organlutiont^ 
wer* declared to be out of exlsteoce 
and a new organization of famera 
created Saturday afternoon at the 
«oart honee. The Oreoa River Amo- 
clatlon, one of the el4eet ot the or- 
sanlMtlone, and the eae that has 
maintained Itaelt throttgh all the 
various troubles that these in8tlt(i- 
tioni have passed throngb recently, 
had called a district meeting. 

Preeldmt \V. (?. Rlnoy called the 
session to ordor. He immediately 
recognized Henry S. Berry, who of- 
fered .the following resolutions ' for 
consideration: 

"Wbereaa. the teheeoo growers ot 
the Green River section, being to- 
tally iiiu)rKanizod, are experlencinf; 
conditions that, if not n mediod, 
will result in bankruptey to tlio 
growers and general decline in all 
farm Ti^net: 

"It waa with a general feeUng of 
Bkeptielsm that we were forced to 
iUTcpt the loose leaf floo^ aystem of 
! Piling tol)iicoo. For (he last two 
seasons all other ways of ?ellins to- 
bacco have been abandoned. The 
loose leaf system has heen weighed 
and found wofuUy wanting. In tho 
first Vliec, vnwtleally all of the 
Green Slrer district ha* been forced 
to come to Oweniboro, thereby cre- 
iiiinK a Kreat congestion. The loose 
Ipaf floors are crowded from day to 
(lay. Tobacco almost without iSX- 
ception, Is selling at a price below 
the-coat if production. The cost of 
selling, which the (itrmer must pay, 

enormoua. It noW-takag nt least 
week from the time the fMnoter 
lUls his tobacco on the wagon at 
home, until he gets his check. Of- 
t i U during tliis delay, the farmer's 

Ibapco danuittes in the basket on 
e looee leaf floor, tliereby causinj? 
'it to sell kt a lawer price on account 
of damage, oanped by the alow pro- 
cess of the looee leaf «oor. Prac- 
ti(;illy all of the outlying receiving 
imlntj are cln?e'l and the^e farmers 
111,' oonfronti'd witli an ei\ormous ex- 
pense In marketing their tobacco. 
These conditiens have become un- 
bearable. Tobacco growing hae be- 
come unproflUble. A cry haa tMe 
111) over the land for relief, and that 
the tobacco growara get together In 
one compact orgtlllMttoa. ^tro- 

fore be it 

ReHOived, That oppreriating our 
belplesa. unorgaulzed condition, and 
appreetatlac the fact that battling 
singly we er* belptees, bat organUed 
into one body we ai* all vewertal, a 
fact appreciated by the-buylng end; 

Therefore, be it the sense of this 
body tliat we ask that all the old 
associations disband, terminate tlieir 
existence as (;obacco organiiiatious, 
and M W turn this meeting Into 
a BUi MMttef oC tohaeco growers.

— Tlnal plans 
for President Wlleon'a forthcoming 
trip through the Middle West to 

"peak on national preparedness, ap- 
proval lo-iiight, Include sto|)s at 
I'ittshnrg, Cleveland, Milv,,,nke«, 
Chicago, Ues Moines, Topeka and 
Kansas City. A tentative itinerary 
drawn up included St. Louie, St. Jo- 
seph and DaTenport, but these cities 
have been eliminated and Milwaukee 
and Topeka substituted. 

On his .Middle Western trip the 
President will leave Washlnntoii 
Friday nii;lil, .Tanuary 28, and will 
return February 4 in time for the 
Judicial dinner at the White House, 
He will speak at a^day meeting in 
Pittsburg January n; in Clereland 
the same niKht: at a day meeting In 
Milwaukee. .Tanuary :M ; in Cbiea.go 
at niglit; at a night meetiiiJ in 1>' s 
Moines, February i ; at a ilay meet- 
ing in Topeka, February 2, and in 
Kansas City the same night, lie will 
spend Sunday, Jantuury SO, In Cleve- 
land.

It was elalmed by the 
members of the Equity society that 
tile organization was formed in re- 
straint of trade and In violation .of 
the laws. The resolution as pre- 
pared by F. M. Humphries and S. H. 
Robertson, a comnUtitee appointed 
for that parpoet, to as follows: 

We, your ooaualttae appolatod on 
January 18, for tbe purpose of in- 
vestlgutin? conditions relative to the 
tobacco markets, and the cause and 
causes for said conditions, beg leave 
to report that we find on investiga- 
tion that an organization or a com- 
bination of tht buytra and ware- 
housemen or Oweaaboro haa been 
formed, whlth, from sections of by- 
laws -ind eonstltiitlon of said organi- 
zation a'-- cited below, Inilicati very 
clearly tliat said organization was 
organized in restraint of trade. 

First — W« find from said do u 
ment that this orfaaliatioa to known 
aa the Oweaaboro Tobaeeo Board 
of Trade, aad Its priaeipal offlce is 
in Owenshoro, Ky.' 

Second — Section 84, provides un- 
der a penalty of $10 for the first 
and $25 for the second offense, that 
no spectator is allowed to approach 
nearer than two baskets to the one 
being sold. ' * ■ 

Third — ^Article IS, aaya: No mem- 
ber of this asaoetotloa shall buy to- 
bacco privately aftor It has come to 
the premises of the warehouse, or 
before or after it has been offered 
and bid on, and members of this 
association shall only be in open 
competition on tbe regular saiea. 

Fourth — ^ArUde tO — ^None ' but 
membera of tbto asaoetotlon shall be 
allowed to buy tobaeeo on the loose 
leaf floors of the warehousemen 
who are members of this a socla- 
tlpn. 

Fifth— ArUcle 32— No buyer ior 
other Warehouseman, a membtt*- of 
this association, shall bfpemilMed 
to in any way dlsaatlaty the sellers 

of tobacco under n pmalty of |lo 

for each offense. 

Sixtli- Article SG — The ware- 
licusiK shall not sell less than 180 
nor more than 140 haakets . per 

hour. 

Sevei^th — Article 41 — ^Fees and 
dues akaU be 140. 

We, yoar committee, would fur- 
ther report that the puhUc pncee at 
OwensbOro, published in tiie news- 
papers, are doing the tobacco grow-

"I'nregulated conditions of do- 
mestic employment, uncertain hour-j, 
absence of definite social status and 
lack of creative opportunities render 
tbeJiome' la many caaes tor tbe wo- 
men aervaata a breeding ^aee of Im- 
morality," aaya the report 

Investigations disclosed that more 
women of tbe underworld fell into 
dishonor from domestic employment 
than from any other work.

In 1884. After flnlshtng the commou 
acbool of that county, be entered the 
State University of Kentucky and 
graduated from that Institution iu 
1906, receiving the degree of bachelor 
of engineering, and was given the mas- 
ter's dafr*» In atrU aagl^MMi in 
1908. 

Immediately after receiving his de- 
gree In 1'906, ho took charge of the 
location of the Duck Fork extension 
of the Louisville & Atlanta railway, 
now a portion of the L. & X. system.

Terrell raapped and oponed up a large 
coal field for the Kentucky River Coal

"The executive dcpar f oata Ot 
Whshington are the luansoleumn of 
eountloos ambitions," observed for- 
mer RsprssaataUre Robert P, Hilt, 
of Martoa, IU., at tira ateraham. 
"My adTtce ta aay young roan of 
ambition Is to stay away from 
Waabington unless he rolinrinisiies 
all hope.

Perched on the top of a great rock 
In the neighborhood of 300 feet 
high, standsAcoma. la some respects 
the strangest rlllaco ta this eoaatry. 
Acoma is an ladlaa settlement of 
some 600 people, and means "The 
People of llie I^ock." ThouKh the 
founding ot tlie village is iost in the 
mist of antiquity, it Is supposed the 
Acoma Indians cliose this site as a 
measure of safety against the war- 
like Apachea and Navajoa o( their 
own day. Their atieetlon waa made 
with admirable Jadgmeat, for the 
walls of the rock are almost per- 
pendicular. The earliest Spanish ex- 
plorers found the tribe settled se- 
curely in their natural fortallce. Ae- 
onta has remained delightfully un- 
tonohad by the laflaoaeea A Bpaaish 
and American elTUlsatioa. These In- 
dians are quite well-to-do la sheep 
and cattle, which are pastured on 
the grazing lands of the valley, 
where summer villages are located 
and where the minimum of effort is 
red 11 1 rod to care for the flocks and 
herds. Although loss thaa SO miles 
from a railtoad, MM Tttlaae Is com- 
paratlrely volreown. The natives do 
not care for curious visitors. They 
do not wish to be stared at and pho- 
tographed. Nevertheless, the irre- 
pressible tourist with his camera 
occasionally aaloa tho ataopa. that 
baffled tao NBvala. NMraaajra. It Is 
ao loafer HMttMMo tosawtaashlm 
with a tomahawk, so the Acoma are 
philosophically making the best of 
a bad Job by collecting $2 a day for 
a camera license. The gray adobe 
village peers from its eyrie over 
miles of Arisona plain, dancing iu 
the glaro of a buralaf s«a. broken 
only hv the sheer eatWase al kcttas 
aa4 m gafc—tArepaaat.
